Dallas and Richmond to enable 
those banks to rediscount on cot- 
ton secured by warehouse receipt 
made by national, state or oilier 
banks belonging to the 
reserve

charged on the deposits for the 
present at least. 


The other plan is to deposit 


the gold directly with 
national 


banks agreeing to lend the uioti' 
ey on cotton at a rate not to ex- 
ceed (i per cent. The latter will 
be used if the object sought can 
be accomplished with greater ef- 
ficiency thereby.
